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Russian Situation Depresses Hun 
a Public Opinion 

Ottawa, Aug. 20th—A_ cable 
dealing with political and econom- 
ic conditions in Russia and in the 
countries of the central alliance 
has been received by the director 
of public information from the 
British“ ministry of information. 
The cable reads: 

‘‘Recent military events are ha- 
ving a markedly depressing effect 
on German public opiriion, despite 
all attempts to camouflage the real 
state ‘of things. The conviction 
obviously grows that not only the 
German summer campaign on the 
western front has failed, but that 
Germany in the east has assumed 
an impossible political burden. 
From the, chaos of rumors that em- 
erges the’ fact that the Bolsheviki 
regime is failing while the succee- 
ding government of whatever 
form, is not likely to be friendly 
to German imperialism which has 
supported the Bolsheviki. 

‘Germany took advantages of 
the temporary revolutionary dist- 
raction to sow seeds of trouble 
in Russia and now will reap the 
whirlwind on its own acccount. 
Meanwhile the CzechoSlovaks are 
valiantly contending against su- 
perior armament and have main- 
tained their hold in an extremely 
critical condition anxiously awai- 
ting adequate allied help on which 
their very existence depends. 
This must be forthcoming unless 
we are to sacrifice this heroic al- 
lied nation which Britain has just 
recognized as such. 

‘‘Ukraine peasants, exasperat- 
ed by German military methods 
are giving obstinate trouble to

their oppressors while Bulgaria 
and Turkey almost openly reveal 
conditions of dissatisfaction with 
each other and’Germany. 

‘‘In Austria conditions are wor- 
se. Even harmless women and 
children assembled before shops 
for bread, are reported to have 
been fired on by troops, while dis- 
satisfaction corrupts the army and 
open revolt among the units are 
not uneommon. Nevertheless, 
these symptoms must be discount- 
ed for Germany is still the pillar 
of the Central alliance and only 
understands such pyhsical argu- 
ments as crushing military defeat.’

Purchasing Board has Saved 
Millions. - 
aes 

By abolishing patronage, cutt- 
ing out the middleman wherever 
possible and awarding contracts 
to the lowest tender, other circum- 
stances being equal the Canada 
War Purchasing board has saved 
the people of Canada vast sums of 
money and at the same time given 
almost perfect satisfaction to the 
firms with whom they deal, said 
G. O. Howard, assistant to the war 
purchasing commissioners. 

Mr. Howard is on a_ business 
trip throughout the west, and 
spent yesterday in Calgary, leav- 
ing last night for Regina. While 
here, in company with secretary 
Cainpbell, of the Board of Trade, 
he visited all the firms in Calgary 
with whom the commissoin is ac- 
customed to deal and some pros- 
pective contracters the object be- 
ing to keep in close contact with 
those with whom they ‘deal and to 
receive any suggestions or critic- 
ism that may be to offer. But nei- 
ther at Vancouver nor at Calgary 
were any criticisms offered. 

When the commission was creat- 
ed in May 1915, it was intended 
to purchase supplies only for three 
departments, the nayal, intern- 
ment operations and the depart- 
ment of militia and defense. But 
so great was the the saving effect- 
ed and the satisfaction given that 
in February,’1918, the government 
turned over the purchasing for 
every department of the Dominion 
government to this commission. 

This does not include such pur- 
chases as building material, but 
does include almost everything 
else, the stationery in the offices, 
uniforms of all government offiee 
jials such as postmen, food and clo- 
thing, ete., for the troops in many 
military and internment camps, 
and other supplies too numerous 
to mention. 

The commission goes past the 
middleman direcly to the producer 
thus cutting out the middleman’s 
But in some things such 
as food supplies it is found more 
satisfactory to deal through the 
jobber. Of course, Mr. Howard 
explained in such matters as neat 
supplies they dealt direcly with 
the packing houses. When any 
purchase is necessary a call of ten- 
ders is sent directly to the supply 
houses accustomed to tender, but 
this list is subject to revision con 
stantly and any desirous of having 
names added may do so. Then 
the contract is let to the lowest 
tender irrespective of political aff- 
jlations or anything else but price 
and service. 

Mr. Howard, in reply to a query 
stated that he had no doubt that 
the commission would be continu 
ued on after the war. In fact, he 
was sure that ninety nine per cent. 
of the merchants and supply hous 
es were perfectly satisfied ana 
would strongly object to any gov 
ernment reverting to the old ord 
er of things even if they were so 
inclined. 

Considerable 
made in Calgary for the army es 
pecially and in’ the case of food 
stuffs it is generally found most 
satisfactory to buy near the base 
needing the supplies. There are 
thirty departments — to purchase

different sources yet, Mr. Howard 
stated that he had not yet met 
with » |usiness man who has vot 
stuck up for the syystem.

Tn order that the ratepayers 
may have a fairly clear idea of 
| the necessity for such an expendi-- 
ture the following brief explana- 
tion is given, 

The present engine installed at 
the plant is very wasteful for two 
reasons. Ist, it is not considered 
}an economical engine when com- 
pared with engines of high eeon- 
omy ; Secondly, it is too large for 
the average load that the plant has 
at present. Up to date the present 
engine and generator has been 
loaded to not more than 65 p.c. of 
its total capacity. ‘The average 
load carried by the plant is app- 
/roximately 380 p.e. of the engine 
and generator capacity, consequ- 
ently the present engine is very 
much underloaded, and as steam 
consumption is much heavier per 
horse power hour at small loads, 
and also due to the fact that the 
engine is not a very economical 
engine at any load, the fuel eon- 


Shot Gun Shells, are short this sumption is bound to be high, 


The new engine and generator 
under consideration has been se- 
lected so that its capacity will 
more nearly meet the requirements 
of the present load, enabling it to 
do work more nearly within its 
economical range. The engine is 
known as a two eylinder com- 
pound, Vertical Enelosed, Foreed 
Lubrication, Quick Revolyition 
Type. It is a marine type engine 
adapted to land purposes, has been 
developed in England where coal 
is high in price and for duty where 
extreme economy is necessary. An- 
other feature of this engine is that 
it has been particularly designed 
to handle part load with good ee- 
onomy. In faet it represents the 
best in steam engine design. The 
guarantee given by the builders of 
this engine compared with that of 


of one third is a conservative fig- 
ure and it is expected by the:sup- 
erintendent of the plant that this 
33 and one third p.c. will be excee- 
ded by a good margin. A large

number of this type of engine is in 
use in Canada. Several have been 
installed in this province under the 
same conditions as exist in the La- 
eombe plant, and have been the 
means of making the project a 
paying proposition instead of a 
losing one. 

The present engine will be kept 
as a stand by and would be run 
for short periods should the load 
become too heavy for the new one. 
The new engine has overload eap- 
acity to handle 20 p.c. more load 
that the Plant has ever had to sup- 
ply as yet. 

The Superintendent visited a 
place where such an engine is in 
use and the reports were highly 
satisfactory. 

During the vear ending the 380- 
th April 1918 the cost of fuel used 
in the Lacombe electric Plant here 
was slightly in excess of $3800.00] _ 
and the coal was purchased under 
the most favorable conditions, ear 
ly in the season. This year al 
though fuel was purchased at an 
early date and thus a considerable 
amount saved, it is estimated that 
it will take at least $4500.00 to 
supply fuel. The lack of water at 
the River plant this season will 
increase this amount.

Stewart Has Called 

Vpon Cross To Resign 

ot 

Betivs , Alberta,” August 22— 
Premier Stewart of Alberta, in an 
interview over the long distance 
telephone tonight, admitted that 
the story that he haa asked Char- 
les W. Cross for his resignation 
was correct, He added that he 
has seen all other members of 
the ecabimet, and that there would 
be no other changes in the 
cabinet. Hé would say nothing 
about the reconstruction of the go- 
vernment or who would be succes- 
sor to Cross, either as attorney- 
general or as a new minister. 

It, is generally accepted here 
that the: new minister of the cab- 
inet will be Hon. A. G. MacKay, 
ohe time leader of the opposition 
in Ontario. What re-arrangement 
of cabinet positions this will make 
necessary is not known. Hither 
MacKay, Mitchell or Boyle will be 
attorney general. 

It is rumored that Cross will not 
resign, but will stand pat in the 
hope that the lieutenant govern- 
or may suggest some sort of com- 
promise. It is stated that Cross 
has not one suporter among the li- 
berals in the house. 

The cause of the action of the 
premier is in no way involved 
with federal politics, as has been 
reported from some quarters, as 
Mr. Cross and his probable sueces- 
sor stood on the same side at the 
federal elections. It is known 
that Mr. Cross and the premier ha- 
ve not been working harmoniously 
for some time, and the action has 
been expected ever since Mr. Stew- 
art became premier. 

According to a general rumor 
around parliament buildings, the 
position of attorney-general is to 
be taken by Hon. J. R. Boyle, and 
the Hon. G. P. Smith will sueceed 
Mr. Boyle as minister of educat- 
ion, while Hon. A. G. MacKay will 
be the new provincial ‘secretary, 
held by Mr. 
Smith. Rumor also. states that 
the other members of the cabinet 
will continue in the position they 
occupy at present.

As far as 
we care to go in the matter of se- 
parating the German nation from 
its rulers is to suppose we are in 
the posiion of a Sheriffs posse that 
is seeking an outlaw, or a band of 
outlaws, This band, consisting of 
the kaiser and his accomplices, is 
being defended by the German 
nation. We are fighting the Ger- 
man nation in order that we may 
lay hands on the outlaw band and 
recover the plunder that it has 
seized. But having at tremendous 
sacrifiece overcome the opposition 
of the nation that is harboring the 
outlaws, and got hold of the fugi- 
tives from International justice, 
what are we going to do with 
them? Surely we are not going 
to hand them back without trial 
to those who have protected them? 
Unless we are hypocrites and be- 
lieve at heart that kaiser is sim- 
ply playing a game with us, and 
that after it is over we should like 
raagnanimous winners shake hands 
with him and compliment him on 
having put up a good fight, we 
must make it clear now that the 
kaiser is not to be treated differ- 
ently from any other accused 
eriminal. The German _ people 
will fight no harder knowing what 
are our intentions regarding the 
kaiser, and a definite statement 
would thrill every soldier in the 
armies of the Allies and bring 
comfort to every heart that 
mourns a lost one.

Washington, Oug. 22—Dispateh 
es from Russia today were of a 
somewhat disturbing nature to 
state department officials. Vice- 
Consul Robert Imbrie at Petro 
grad reported in a delayed dis- 
pach that members of the Polshe. 
viki government at the former Ru 
ssian capital had issued the pro- 
nunciamento, declaring that a 
state of war existed between Rus- 
sia and the United States. 

Announcement in dispatch from 
France of the appoinment of two 
international councils, one at Ar- 
changel and the other at Vladivos- 
tok, however, counterbalanced the 
unfavorable news contained in the 
dispatch from Petrograd. Ambas- 
sador Francis, as dean of the dip- 
lomatie corps, will act as presiding 
officer of Archangel couneil, the 
other members of which will be 
the diplomatic representatives of 
the allied nations. The personel 
of the Vladivostok council is not 
yet complete. Great Britain will 
be represented by Sir Charles El 
hott as high commissioner at Viad- 
ivostok ; Japan by Mr. Matzudaira 
and France by Eugene Regnault.
